A man Lharged in August with 
three taunts of aexuiil assault 
is now fating IS new charges. 

Edmonton Polite Service Staff 
Sgt. Devin LTfarve^ with the Sex¬ 
ual ,^'iault Settionk said Wed- 
neitkiy that there hits been an 
“outpouring" of coinpliiinants 
and witnesses against Matthew 
McKnight since Augvist. 

The new charges against 
29-year-old McKnight include 
12 counts of sexual assault, two 
of assault and four of rmlawfiil 
confinement. 

Police said 14 women have 
come fotw^ard. 


"IMs is the first time, at least 
in recent memoiyr to the sexual 
assault section, of having that 
number of complainants,* said 
EPS Staff Sgt. Devin Lafinrce. 

McKnight is the former mar- 
kehng piirtner ;md director of 
sales with Urban Sparq Hospi¬ 
tality, the compiiny tluit runs 
several Edmonton bars includ¬ 
ing Knoxville's■’lavem, Ihe Pint 
arid 'Ilie Rack. 

Lafonce said the alleged as¬ 
saults were all linked to those 
bars, though none occurred in 
the bars. 

“He used that affiliation with 
the bar industry^ to target the 
compUiinants, we believe," he 
said. 

When McKnight was charged 
in August, police told Metro 
women ranging from 17-22 had 
said they were assaulted at the 
stispecTs home after leaving bars. 

Laforce said the more recent 
incidents allegedly took place in 
various locations. He said Urban 
Sparq has co-operated vinth the 
police investigation.

When vandals tried to set 
the Red River cart afire at 
the University of Alberta last 
Detemben bmily Riddle heard 
about it Eilmost immediately. 

“"Acts like that really make 
you feel like you don't have 
a place on the campus," she 
said. 

The incident viras front of 
mind Wednesday as Riddle 
and others gathered at the 
U of A for the second build¬ 
ing reconciliation forum, a 
meeting of Fir St Nation. Me¬ 
tis, Inuit and univ^ersity lead¬ 
ers from across the country^ 

At issue is the responsibil¬ 
ity of universities to answer 
the calls to action from the 
Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission. 

In one of the opening ses¬ 
sions, lawyer Sharon Venne 
Manyfingers said the educa¬ 
tion system has a troubled 
past with indigenous issues, 
from avoiding the horrors of 
residential schools to present 
day. 

There needs to be a real 
structural change about how 
indigenous people are viewed 
in this colonial project called 
Canada,” she said, uoting 


books from university presses 
that still dismiss traditional 
knowledge, and a reluctance 
to incorporate treaties in his- 
toryr classes. 

University president David 
Turpin announced plans last 
fall for the Maskwa House 
of Learning, a long-awEiited 
space for indigenous students 
on campus. 

but in a release about this 
week's forum. Turpin added 


that universities must go be¬ 
yond creating spates, and in¬ 
corporate indigenous histor¬ 
ies and knowledge. 

“We should strive to be 
places that celebrate the 
unique and proud histories of 
indigenous peoples.” he said. 

The University of Alberta 
has built new indigenous 
spaces over the past year, 
including the Wahkohtowin 
Lodge at the Augustan a cam¬ 


pus. It has also installed art, 
like the new Sweetgrass Bear 
on the main quad. 

Riddle, who is Nehiyaw and 
who moderated a panel on 
the experience of indigen¬ 
ous students across Canada, 
echoed Turpin's arguments. 

Reconciliation on campus 
usually involves administra¬ 
tion talking about funding 
and scholarships, she said, 
but the frontline of recon¬ 


ciliation happens in the class¬ 
room. 

“As someone who studies 
political science you take a 
Canadian politics course and 
learn that Canada starts at 
Confederation,” she said. 

“Even if you have all these 
spaces on campus, or even if 
you have a few indigenous 
professors, if you're learning 
that you don't exist, those 
spaces can feel alienating.” 


Funding, 
education 
and more 

The Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission issued 94 calls 
to action in December 2015. 

Many urged government 
to make changes to address 
harms caused by residential 
schools. 

Eleven dealt directly with 
education, both at the grade 
school and post-secondary 
level. 

The TRC called on govern¬ 
ments to create “a joint strat¬ 
egy to eliminate educational 
and employment gaps be¬ 
tween Aboriginal and non- 
Aboriginal Canadians.” 

The Commission also called 
for funding to allow indigen¬ 
ous students seeking a post¬ 
secondary education access. 

There is also a call for 
more university courses to 
be taught in indigenous lan¬ 
guages, and one for juris¬ 
dictions to help teachers 
integrate indigenous know¬ 
ledge into the classroom.

Ten-ye^ir-ald Lmren Ybema told 
tity ccmntil Wednesday that 
they needed to hurr^' up and 
build bike lanes. 

“'IWo jears ago, 1 spoke bo dt>' 
council about bike lanes and 
1 still haven't ridden on one^ 
Ybema said. 

Ybema, an avid cyclist, told 
councillors it was time the dty 
bved up Co its bike lane promises 
— and that she wanted separate 
lanes downtovim to ride more 
places safety. 

"I would like to be separate 
from the cat's so you don't have 
to wnny^ about them," she said. 
“More people would be able to 
enjoy downtown.” 

City councillors, at the urban 
planning committeen agreed 
wth Ybemiu iind seven other 
advocates who turned out to en¬ 


dorse the plan.iind voted unani¬ 
mously Wednesday to endorse a 
network of separated bike lanes 
acToss the downtown core. 

Ihe fully separated grid could 
be in place as early as June next 
jiKir, though city administnidon 
is cautioning that the schedule 
is “aggressive” and there is still 
more to work out. 

Stantec Engineering came to 
the dty in the spring offering to 


split the cost of a stutty on the 
potential grid. 

Keith Shillingtan. Stantec's 
vice-president^ said the^^ were 
motivated to pitch in because 
the^'want their emploj^ees to be 
able to cycle to work when their 
new tower opens downtown. 

“It's no secret that our current 
doviTitown does not promote 
safe jbicycle) Iravek"* he said. 

ShilJington said the company 


wants its emploj'ees to be safe 
if they cycle to work. 

“If they don't feel safe they 
will get back in their cars and 
drive,” he said. 

Ihe plan will see lanes along 
1D4 Avenue, 102 A\'enue itnd 100 
Asenue, as well as 106 Street, 
103 Street and 99 Street and 
still needs final council sign off 
next month.

from motor vehicles using plant¬ 
ers and concrete dividers. 

.Vta^Tar Uon Iveson said the 
decision, which will still need 
approval ffom all of council 
next month, is “longoverdue.” 

He said the city's previous 
bike lane attempts hEive been 
inadeq'uate. but this is a serinus 
and connected plan. 

“We had an on the cheap bike 
program for our first attempt 
itnd obviously thiit wiisn't deliv¬ 
ering the outexjmes that cyclists 
were looking for, drivers were 
looking for our council.” 

The proposed network will 
cost S7.5 million. 

Council wiL also ask the prow 
ince to consider allnwing Idaho 
stops, where cydists can yield at 
a slop sign instead of stopping 
and Idephant's Feel, a pavement 
marking that allows cycHsls to 
move through CTOsswalks. 


Calgary residents who pushed 
for a bike lime network there 
say Edmonton can expect a flood 
of cyclists if their project is any 
gauge. 

Cidgiiry installed a segregated 
bike network in the summer of 
2015. and on Wfednesda)^ Edmon¬ 
ton council endorsed a similar 
design for this city. 

Kimberley Nelson, with Bike 
Calgiuy, sitid cycling in Calgaiy's 
downtown used to be for only 
hard-core cyclists. 

“Most cydists who were rid¬ 
ing downtown were really tak¬ 
ing their lives in theii'hands and 
svere being quite brave," she .said. 

When the cycle track npened, 
Nelson said she planned to spend 
the summer encouraging people 
to ride on it. lJut soon after it 
opened, it became clear no pro¬ 
motion would be necessaryT 

“families feel comforuible tak¬ 
ing their veryr young, stiU learn¬ 
ing. children on to these cycle 
tracks * she said. 

Calgary installed the lanes as 
a pilot project that cost S5.7 mil¬ 
lion. Calgary council will review 
the la.nes this December.

Uber quietly gets 
lieenee to operate

Uber is officially allowed to oper¬ 
ate ia Ccilgaty. 

On Wednesday, Metro learned 
that rideshare giant Uber had 
applied, and been granted a 
transportation network com¬ 
pany (INC) licence to O'perate 
under the current bylaw. 

harlier this year when Cal- 
gaiy^’s vehicle {or hire bylaw was 
amended. Uber adamantly told 
media, cily administration and 
the mayor that it wouldn't cut 
it in their business model, and 
needed to be changed. 

“As the bylaw cuirently sits it 
breaks the whole model," Uber 
said at the time. 

Mayor (SaheedMenshi accused 
the company of crying wolf, stat¬ 
ing they' would, and could oper¬ 
ate under Calgary's rules. He 
told lepoiters the company had 


many opportunities to suggest 
an alterruitive — as long as it 
didn't mean taxpayers subsid¬ 
izing Uber's operations. 

On Wednesday; Coim. Evan 
Woolley said there are ongoing 
discussions to make tweaks in 
the bylaw'. 

“ Their application and ap¬ 
proval as a TNC are steps they 
have to take," said Woolley. “The 
real challenges cemain in some 
of the ongoing barriers in terms 
of their drivers who have to get 
licences as well." 

Uber is still sticking to their 
guns, telling Metro it's still “un¬ 
clear if the necessary amend¬ 
ments that would allow rideshar¬ 
ing to operate in Calgary wdl be 
brought to City Councii.” 

According to city spokes¬ 
woman Mary v\nn Houston, driv¬ 
ers iuen't yet licensed to operate 
but have applied. Once they're 
licensed to drive, operators will 
hav'e to apply to get the court 
injunction against them lifted.

ANIMALCRiTElTV 

Convictions upheld 
over use of cattle prods 


The Alberta Court of Appeal 
has upheld the conviction of 
an Edmonton man on animal 
cruelty charges for using an 
electric cattle prod to train 
dogs. 

All Sanaee was found guilty 
in 2Q15 of two counts of caus¬ 
ing unnecessary pain and 
suffering to animals and was 
sentenced to six months in jail. 

He filed an appeal, arguing 
thuit the Crown experts who 
testified that cattle prods are 
not appropriate for use on dogs 
were not qualified. 

Sanaee also argued that he 


was entitled under the law 
to inflict unnecessary pain in 
some circumstances. 

Justice Bruce McDonald re¬ 
jected the arguments, saying 
it is unreasonable to suggest 
that a device that is designed 
to deliver a shock to an ani¬ 
mal many times larger than a 
dog would not cause unneces¬ 
sary pain. 

Sanaee ran an animal train- 
ingcenlne called Bj\.R.K. that 
was shut down in 2013 after 
46 dogs and seven cats were 
seized from the business.

A medical marijuana clinic 
is moving into the former 
constituency office of one of 
Canada’s most vocal anli-pot 
politicians. 

Canadian Cannabis Clinics 
wii] open its first Edmontoi^ 
location on Oct. 5 at 6B01170 
St., the former office of Con¬ 


servative MP Rona ^Ambrose. 

Ihe company's chief corpor¬ 
ate officer, Konan Levy, said he 
was initially unnw^are of the 
location's history w^hen it w'as 
selected, but was pleased by 
the irony when he found out. 

“We quite enjoyed the rel¬ 
evance, and how emblematic 
it is of chiinging rimes these 
days,** Levy' said. 

“(Jur reputation in the med¬ 
ical comiiiunity is" of utmost 
importance, so we didn't do 
this as a subtle jab at conserv'- 
ative government. We don't 
play into the politics of can¬ 
nabis at all. 

“It really just was a very 
happy, kind of pleasant, funny 
surprise to realize that our 
clinic was in this location."

Canadian Cannabis has IS 
clinics in Ontario and one af¬ 
filiate clinic in Calgary. 

The fee-free Edmonton clin¬ 
ic will provide consultations 
mlh physicians to determine 
whether patients qualify for 
medical cannEibis, as well as 
counsellors to help qualified 


pi:itients select the proper pro¬ 
ducer and strain of the drug. 

Ambrose has historically 
opposed marijuiina legaliza¬ 
tion, sometimes going against 
Health Canada recommenda¬ 
tions and Supreme Court rul¬ 
ings. 

In 2014, when she was 
health minister, the Conserv¬ 
ative government launched a 
S7-million anti-drug campaign 
focused on medical marijuana. 

She seems to have softened 
her stance this year, howe^'er, 
since becoming interim leader 
of the federal Conservative 
party; 

A representative of Am¬ 
brose’ s parliament office said 
the MP was not available for 
comment Wednesday. 


ELECTRIC CARS 

Charging stations could spark commerce: City

If bdmonton receives a hoped 
for federal grant in October 
it could set out to build more 
than 200 electric vehicle char¬ 
ging stations across the city. 

llie grant is worth S1.2-mi]- 
lion and the city' is planning 
to match the amount to install 
the stations. 

Coun. Michael Walters said 
projects like these are import¬ 
ant to prioritize as they help 
deal with climate change. 


“'y^^e're not going to get 
people to make carbon-free 
car choices unless we provide 
the charging stations," Wal¬ 
ters said. 

Ihe grant program, through 
Natural Resources Canada, 
would allow the city to build 
200 stations capable of char¬ 
ging a vehicle in four hours. 

About 30 stations are pro¬ 
posed to be located at city fa¬ 
cilities, but 170 are proposed 
for private property through 
partnerships with businesses. 

If the project goes ahead, the 
city could also build four more 
advanced charging stations. 


capable of charging a vehicle 
in less than 30 minutes. 

Those would be placed along 
major thoroughfares, like the 
Yellowhead. 

According to city staff, 
there are only 160 pure-elec¬ 
tric vehicles registered in Ed¬ 
monton currendy. Walters said 
despite that, Edmonton should 
act on energy transition. 

“Generally municipalities 
our size are behind the curve. 
jMI governments actually are 
behind the curve in North 
jAmerica and this is an oppor¬ 
tunity for us to show some 
leadership " 


Mark Brostrom, director of 
the cityr's environmental strat¬ 
egies department, said the city 
sees businesses paying for the 
operation and maintenance 
of the charging stations in 
exchange for the customers 
they will attract to their lo¬ 
cations. 

“It could be something 
where you come in and buy 
your coffee here or slay over¬ 
night and charge your vehicle," 
he said. 

He added the city doesn't 
think there are other appli¬ 
cants for the grant, “at least in 
the Edmonton Region."

TjppCar hopes ta steer taxi driv¬ 
ers to its team after reaching a 
historic union agreement. 

'Ihe bdmonton-based company 
announced its collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement with Team¬ 
sters Local 987 on Wednesday, 
Mf hich TappCar said makes it the 
first imionized rideshare com¬ 
pany in North America. 

"Histaritiilly, triinsportation 
providers, taxi drivers, have had 
some challenges as far as their 
emploj'ers are concerned,'" said 
Teamsters Local 987 secretary 
treasurer David KroeHch. 

“Working conditions, some 
has^e felt that they^’ve been taken 
advimtiige of, the charges that 
theyVe got are alway's com¬ 
pounding and increasing'* 

The union bticked taxi drivers 
during lideshare debates at city 
hall involving Uber, and con¬ 


nected with TappCar from there. 

TappCar drivers now get 
health, welfare arrd pension 
benefits, which Froelich said 
are “unheard of* in the mdiistryt 
I hey also receiw a grievance ar^ 
arbiCratiDU procedure for dispute 
resolutions. 

Balraj Manhas. the former 
president of the United Cabbies 
Association ofFdmonton, made 
the svintch to driving full time 
with TdppCar after trying to 
unioraze taxi drivers for six years. 

“We fought for this,** Manhas 
said. “Today is a very important 
day for the taxi industry.*’ 

MtmluLS stud taxi brokers in 
Fdmonton are ftequently raising 
charges on drivers and imposing 
insurance surcharges on top of 
high deductibles. When drivers 
tried to unionize, he said, they 
were fired. 

Greater Edmonton Taxi Ser- 
me: President Philip Strong could 
not he reached for comment 
Wednesday to respond to those 
allegations. 

TappCar has about 300 driv- 
eis in Albeitii, most based in Ed¬ 
monton. Company spokesperson 
Pascal kyfiel said TappCar does 
not have a cap on the number 
of drivers it will take on, but 
that it will not take more than 
it has work for.

So when she moved to Ed¬ 
monton 25 years ago^ to train 
as a psychologist, it was "just 
natural" she would dive into 
the community wholeheart¬ 
edly. she said. 

Yo- 
hani's decades of work were 
rewarded with the Edmonton 
Mennonite Centre's RISE life¬ 


time achie^rement award. 

Fittingly. Yohani got her start 
with the centre when, as a stu¬ 
dent, she knocked on the door 
to ask if she could volunteer for 
their newly opened facility for 


survivors of torture and trauma. 

That turned into a long ca¬

A new tampiiny is breaking 
harriers. Co recycling by build¬ 
ing fences — Eind ^vinning a 
$10,000 award from the Uni¬ 
versity^ of Alberta for doing so. 

Red Ueer-based Kate i^tos 
and her hmband, Adam, incor¬ 
porated EcoFence Eind Decking 
earlier this week. It will manu¬ 
facture fences made out of re¬ 
cycled plastic in an attempt to 
reduce the amount of pkistic 
that makes its way to landfills. 

The idea came to the duo in 
June when Adam, who studies 


renewable resources, wiis work- 
ing on a paper on the amount 
of plastic that goes into the 
ocean every' year. 

“Recycled plastic has the ex¬ 
act same ability to stand up 
to the weather and stand up 
against fading and it would 
remov'e the amount of plastic 
that‘s going into the landfill,"* 
Kate said. “If we rruide some¬ 
thing with a long-lasting ap- 
plLcation, like a fence, a deck, 
that would keep it out of the 
landftll for 20 years.*' 

They then entered the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta Business 
.Alumni Associiition's innova¬ 
tion challenge. Three teams 
of .Albertii-bEised entrepreneurs 
presented their seedrstage so¬ 
cial enterprise ideas to a panel 
of business and community 


leaders. 

Last weekend, EcoFence and 
Decking ended up taking first 
place in the competition, which 
came with a $10,000 cash prize 
and a year of mentorship from 
the judges. 

The company will use No. 2 
plastic, which is a hard plastic 
that doesn't melt in the heat, to 
build the fences. Kate stiid thej^ 
hope to roll their product out 
to market by February. 

"To be able to educate people 
and create products thuit are 
making sure we're using our 
finite resources to the great¬ 
est extent is extraordinarily 
important,"* Kate said. 

“Plastic is a source of energy', 
fuel imd heat that we're throw¬ 
ing away for forever in the land¬ 
fill."

But a spokesman forNiirional 
DefenceK which is responsible 
for the government’s fleet of 
ail craft, sari's the total includes 
the actual cost of catering and 
delivering multiple meals on 
each round tripK as well as r-e- 
lated costs such as disposable 
cullery, napldns, dish washing, 
aiiport administrative fees and 
security charges auid local taxes. 

Daniel LeteuthiUier said the 
defence department “tries to- 
keep costs to a rriiriiniuin'" when 


choosing items from a catering 
company’s menu. But the deptrrt- 
ment's options are “sometimes 
quite limited’' when dealing with 
caterers at overseas airports. 

Ihe total also inckides the cost 
of feeding and watering jounuil- 
ists who cmered the trip, which 
would have been wholly or par- 
tkdly recos'ered since media out¬ 
lets pay hefty fees for a seat on 
the prime minister's plane. 

Given the number of legs in 
each of the lengthy trips and 
the number of meals served,

The company may yet balk 
at some of the foetal condi¬ 
tions. Theie is a glut of ^ on 
the world market. Notwith¬ 
standing the positive federal 
decision, the economic condi¬ 
tions may not in the end allow 
tor Pacific Northwest LNG to 
see the light of day. 

As of now, though, the 
mailtet rather than Canada’s 
policy makers will presumably 
determine its fete.

The well-documented dis¬

ions about women. 

The upside is that Rosie 
O’Donnell is witnessing a 
well-deserved resurgence 
unlikely to have occurred 
otherwise. The downside 
is the same as it's always 
beerii] The fact that criti¬ 
cisms of Trump read to 
many as complirnenls. 

We may find this cra^y- 
making. inconceivable, 
as bonkers as a budding 
friendship between Martha 
Stewart and Snoop Dogg. 

But it's real. 

And I do think we have 
to shoulder some blame. 
One of the cornerstones 
of the progressive, liberal 
mind is to observe injus¬ 
tice, name if and seek to 
change it. In the process 
of doing so, we decid¬ 
ed that some people are 
racish and some people 
are rtol, that some are sex¬ 
ist, and others not. And 
that's where we may have 
gone wrong. 

Most everyone will claim 
to be not — not sexist, not 
racist — and few will really 
woriider whether that's 
true. 

But what if, to a degree, 
we are all biased in some 
ways? Wouldn't that mean 
that anyone claiming not 
to be sexist or racist is 
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lying to some degree? And 
then wouldn't we all have 
to wonder: To what degree 
am I? 

This is a question wound 
up in the political-correct¬ 
ness debate, in systemic 
racism, in acceptance of 
Trump's birtherism, and in 
the person of Hillary Clin¬ 
ton — in all the ways that 
sexism, implicit and other¬ 
wise, has shaped her ca¬ 
reer, her campaign, and is 
right now shaping her shot 
at the presidency.

Amanda, who sufFers thronk 
pain due to a serious tar attideDl 
years ago, has been using med¬ 
ical marijuana from a dispensary^ 
to help her sleep. 

It works great. But she didn't 
antidpcrte the problems it would 
create. 

Her partner, Jeff, has always 
smoked necreationiilly^ but once 
the drug was around the house 
he bec^iune a “pothead“ who uses 
up more than half of her aDow- 
ance and gels agitated if it runs 
out, .Amanda said. 

She's tried to hide her stash, 
but it never works for long be¬ 
cause he has a “nose like a blood¬ 
hound when it comes to mari¬ 
juana.’' 

Weed has been the cause 
of some knock-down-drag-out 
fights, including one that ended 


in Jeff sEorming out and spend¬ 
ing the night in their kV. 

“I love him. But if he pushes 
me hard enough. Til be push¬ 
ing him out that fron t door," 
she said. 

How much marijuana people 
want to use is “always a compat¬ 
ibility^ criteiia" in relationships, 
said Toronto matchmaker and 
columnist Sofi Papamarko. 

Reportedly, Brad Pitt's pot hiib- 
it was one of the factois that led 
Angelina Jolie to file for divorce. 

In cO'ntrast to alcohol, stud¬ 
ies htive not linked marijuana 
to “substantial pitrtner conflicl" 
or doraestk violence, said DEC 


psychology professor Zach 
Walsh, who studies the efiects 
of substance abuse on relation¬ 
ships. 

But that doesn't mean reefer 
sadness isn’t real. 

“Like anything, whether it's 
online shopping or fantasy foot¬ 
ball, if it starts to become some¬ 
thing you’re over-focused with, 
that can hurt your relationship," 
Walsh said. “If cannabis leads 
you to be more likely to isolate 
lyDuraelfll and zone out of inter¬ 
personal relahonships, then it 
can be harmful.'’ 

Though it isn’t as Etddictive its 
heroin or cocaine, marijuana de¬ 


pendence is real — heavy users 
often get anxious when they’re 
out of weed, and if they quit sud¬ 
denly, can be sleepless, grouchy 
and nauseous for a few days, ac¬ 
cording to the Cenme for Addic¬ 
tion and Mental Health. 

Molly, 37, a grad student from 
Toronto, is all too familiar with 
the dowmside of marijuana de¬ 
pendence. Her boyfriend offour 
years, wfoo smokes to manage 
severe anxiety, used to hiive melt¬ 
downs if he couldn't get in touch 
with his dealer. 

Dispensaries solved his ac¬ 
cess issue. But hfclly wtriries her 
partner being “stoned all the 


time" is preventing him from 
reaching his full potential at 
school or work. 

Theyf used to live together, 
but she mo^'ed out, in part be¬ 
cause he wiis "kind of living like 
a teenager" and his drug use was 
“disrupting'' his ability to be a 
supportive partner. 

“1 have nothing against 
people who use substances, but 
if it starts to impact my relation¬ 
ship. that will be a deai-breaker,” 
Molly said 

She wishes she asked more 
about his drug habits when they' 
first started dating: “It's a lot 
harder to set boundaries iifter 


you've been with the person for 
a long time.’" 

Marijuana isn't automatically 
a recipe for love trouble. 

Getting high together is a 
bonding experience for many 
couples, psydiokgjst Zach Walsh 
said. 

Simon, ii Toronto chef, said 
if anything mimijuarui luis en- 
himced his relaticmship with his 
girlfriend, and “ewryone should 
try it," because it reduces stress 
and makes him more sensitive 
to others. 

(That's somewhat accurate: 
In the right conditions, pot can 
make your senses sharper and 
put you in an agreeable, slightly 
euphoric mood, according to If 
of T phiirrruKy professor Har¬ 
old Kalant). 

But it can also be a source of 
conflict if philosophies about 
drug use clash, even w'ben nei¬ 
ther partner is a hea\y or de¬ 
pendent user. 

Thai's where 26-year-oid HiT 
ary from southern Ontario is at 
with her husband. She got her 
weed-s moking phase over with 
in her teen years, but he became 
an enthusiast in his late 20s. 

It has caused conflkt between 
them, though not “catastroph¬ 
ically.'' 

“It makes him a different 
persorc You're hanging out with 
someone who is being kind of 
a goofball, and it's not funny," 
Hilary said, adding she'd rather 
spend the money on something 
they could do together. 

“And sexually someEimes Ie's 
weird," she siiid. “Having sex 
with someone who is high when 
you’re not high Is jusl bizarre."

But how do you 
keep yourself from falling into 
a money pit, a la Shelley Long 
and Ibm Hanks circa ISSfi? 

The first thing to keep in 
mind, said Laura Stein, princi¬ 
pal and CEO at Laura Stein In¬ 
teriors inTorontcj, is; “You want 
to make sure you're not biting 
off more than you can chew."" 

A year ago, Stein and her 
husband bought a home that 
needed a complete renos^ation. 
a gut job from top to bottom, 
hut as a pnofessional, she knew 
what she was getting into, had 
plenty of experience mth long 
and complicated projects, and 
understood she would be ““frus¬ 
trated with not being able to 
make it my ovim.'" 

Tlireethmga to consider 

Av'erage homeowmers, there¬ 
fore. need to start thinking of 
their renovation when they are 
still house hunting, keeping in 
mind three important foctors: 
what you're svifling to take on, 
jnour dnieline, and jncur budget. 

Walk through a home think¬ 
ing of what you'd need to do to 
make it your dream house, cost 
out those projects, and then add 
20 per cent for the inevitable 


surprises. Stein said. 

“If my renovation is going to 
cost me this much money, can 1 
afibrd to buy this house? Can J 
make this my dream house with 
what 1 have to spend on it.^ Your 
prioritizing needs to start from 
day one when you first set fool 
in that house." 

Understand your apace 

iTojects to spruce up a home 
that is cUited and just needs a 
facelift “are a lot easier to tackie 
quickly and to prioritize." she 
added. 

“if you're gutting it to the 
studs, you can't live there while 
you're doing that." 

Building a few visits into jour 
purchase contract will let you 
tour the home with an interior 
designer or architect to better 
understand the space and get a 
feel for what might be required. 

For any home, hoivever, the 
first set of priorities is the same: 
making sure the house is work¬ 
ing and safe, meaning the sys¬ 
tems such iis plumbing, elec¬ 
trical. heating and cooling are 
not only to code, but functioning 
to your standards. 

“Ihose are the things thattim 
cost a huge amount of money 
and are really important in the 
end," Stein said. 

Before moving in 

The next renos to consider when 
setting a priority list are ones 
that should be done before furni¬ 
ture is moved in. The top project 
on this list would be refinish¬ 
ing the floors, which can end 
up opening a Pandom's box of 
issues, Stein noted. If}™ replace 
the floors, j™ may have to re¬ 
place the baseboaids. If you re¬ 
finish the floors, the baseboards 
likely have to be refinished, too. 


And If you decide to tear 
down a wall (which itself may 
require a structural engineer 
and permits, plus could involve 
re-routing ducts or electrical 
wires), flooring will need to be 
added to the new floor space, 

“'There are a Jot of things 
where you think about one 
thing, and it will lead to some¬ 
thing else and feiid lo something 
else," Stein explained, noting 
that her own home renovation 
w'ent over budget by between 
20 and 25 per cent, and she's 
an expert. 

“People think. I'm already 
spending so much money. J 
might as well spend a tittle more 
and get what J really want, but 
it adds up quickly." she said. 

High traffic rooms that you 
can't live without, espectally if 
you have children, should also 
be prioritized before moving 
in. That means kitchens, iuid at 
least one bathroom, should not 
only be safe to use, but iilsQ func¬ 
tional for your needs, Stein said. 

“Especially if you've got a 
family, the kitchen becomes 
the centre of the home," Stein 
added. 

These things can wait 

Renovations that can be put off 
include the basement or the 
backviud, and if your kitchen 
Is just a little dat^ but doesn't 
need a complete overhaul, sim¬ 
ple fixes ciui allow you to focus 
on other immediate big-ticket 
needs, Stein said. 

Adding trims, crown mould¬ 
ing and backsplash, as well as 
changing hardware, replacing 
lighting and painting cabinets 
iire all inexpensive ways to make 
a home your own while you 
tackle more urgent projects, or 
save for major renos.
